REPORT 
Supt. Scheel Committee,

YEAR ENDING MAR. 1, 1888. 
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school Report. <= 


In presenting my report of the condition of our schools dur- 
ing the past year, it is gratifying to me to be able to represent 
them in a comparatwely prosperous condition. We have been 
fortunate rt bsetosisee the services of competent teachers, who 
have discharged their duties faithfully and generally to the sat- 
isfaction of our people, and a fair measure of profit to our 
schools. My criticism in regard to the condition of the registers 
last year resulted in an .earnest endeavor on the part of the 
teachers to have them properly filled out, and the result is a de- 
cided improvement, although a few mistakes now and then 
creepin. In giving you the result of the work in the several 
districts, I do not claim that my conclusions are absolutely cor- 
rect in every instance, but they are based upon careful observa- 
tion, and as thorough an examination as my limited time would 
allow. 


CENTRE DISTRICT. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Edith-N. Bartlett. 
Length of school 8 weeks. Whole No. of scholars, 18. Wages 
of teacher per month, including board $20.00 Miss. Bartlett’s 
success in our schools, and her reputation as a teacher is too 
well established, to require any eulogy from me. While we can- 
not expect so great results from a term of eight weeks as we do 
from twelve weeks or more, yet I. may safely say that the time 
was spent with credit to the teacher and profit to the scholars. 

The winter term of 14 weeks was taught by Miss Nellie M. 
Eastman. As the school is still in session at this writing, I was 
obliged to make my final visit. before the scholars had had time 
to review their work of the term, buta carefull examination of 
what they are doing leads me to conclude, that, as applied to 


Miss Eastman’s success as a teacher, the old maxim that “a 
prophet is not without honor, save in his own country” may be 
modified by leaving out the exception. Both here, and in the 
summer term in this district, the benefit of a Normal Sehool 
training for our teachers, is apparent. Miss Eastman evinces a 
special aptitude for inciting the interest of her pupils by laying aside 
the text books, and introducing exercises in mathematics, history, 
geography, &c., which are not only profitable in themselves, but 
serve as an excellent discipline for the minds of the pupils. 
Special mention may be made of the creditable examinations 
passed by the classes in arithmetic and grammar, and the mark- 
ed improvement of the classes in reading. Whole number of 
scholars, 25. Wages of teacher per month and board, $20.00. — 
A sufficient amount of money was raised by subscription in 
this district to defray the expense of a fall term of school of ten 
weeks, also taught by Miss Eastman. This is a move in the 
right direction, on the part of the citizens, and I hope they were 
so well satisfied with the experiment that they will repeat it 
another fall, and that other districts will go and do likewise. 


District No. t. 


The summer term of seven .weeks was taught by Miss Elva 
M. Little. Whole number of different scholars, 11. Wages and 
board per month, $16,00. Miss Little is an experienced teacher 
who thoroughly understood her work, and went about it with- 
out any nonsense. The school, though small, was full of life 
and interest, and good progress was made in all the studies. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Clara M. Hayes. Length 
of school, 12 weeks. Wages per month inclnding board, $20.00. 
Whole No. of different pupils, 11. I found no lack of interest 
on the part of the scholars while under the care of Miss Hayes, 
and the special characteristics of the school were thoroughness 
in recitation, and the excellent deportment of the scholars. 


DISTRICT NOs. 


The scholars in this district have enjoyed the advantages of 
two terms of school, which were entirely satisfactory to me, and 
so far as I know, to the citizens in the district. The summer — 
term of 7 weeks was taught by Miss Blanche G, Clark. Whole 
No. of scholars, 13. Wages of teacher per month and board, 
$16.00. In the estimation of our people, Miss Clark already 
stands in the front rank as a teacher, and the result here was no 
exception to her usual success. The term was short but by faithful 
work on the part of the teacher, and close application on the 
part of the pupils, good progess was made. } 

The winter term was taught by Miss Pheeb P. Whitcher. As 
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I have already intimated, this school ranks as one of our best. 
The systematic and efficient work of the teacher was “like good 
seed sown upon good ground.’”’ The scholars manifested an in- 
terest in their studies, and an earnest effort to grasp and ap- 
propriate new facts and principles, which entitles them to much 
credit, and as asure result, good improvement was manifested. 
I was also much pleased with the general deportment of the 
school, and could not fail to notice ‘the absence of any of that 
“don’t care” and lawless spirit which is sometimes @xhibited by 
the larger pupils in our schools. I saw none here but gentlemen 
and ladies. Length of school 10 weeks. Whole number of 
scholars, 14. Wages and board, $21.00 per month. 


Disrricr No. 3. 


The summer term of 7 weeks was taught by Miss Nellie M. 
Eastman. Whole number of scholars, 22. Wages and board, 
$17.00. The progress of this school while under Miss East- 
man’s charge was satisfactory. Many of the pupils were small 
and were introduced for the first time into the misterious’ work- 
ings of the school room, and acquired their first ideas of what 
was there required of them. 

A short fall term of 6 weeks was taught by Miss Sadie E. 
Trevena. Whole number of scholars, 30. Wages $20.00 per 
month. I think Miss Trevena honestly endeavored to do justice 
to herself, the district and the school, but she labored under 
many disadvantages. The school was quite large compared 
with the summer school, and composed largely of scholars of 
that age which requires for their successful control and_ direc- 
tion, a firm hand, guided by sound judgment and discretion, and 
supported by plenty of muscular energy. Above and beyond 
this there were so many different text ‘books, and so many: dif- 
ferent classes that it was impossible for a teacher to get through 
all the recitations in one day, and do anything like justice to 
them all. A fair degree of progress was made in the studies but 
not so good as. might have been made under more favorable 
circumstances. ‘The discipline of the school was not quite up 
to my idea of what it should have been. I hope the boys in this 
school will keep on growing in mind and manhood as well as in 
body, until we can rely on their own inherent sense of propriety 
for regulating their deportment in’'and about the school room. 
When they begin to realise that they must govern themselves 
instead of being governed, I have no fears for the result. 

The winter term was taught by Frank E. Buck. The same 
difficulty of too many classes was met as at the fall term, al- 
though some text books were thrown out and others procured, 
with a view to the better classification of the school, so that, 
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with rigid economy of time, and by prolonging each day’s ses- 
sion from a half hour to an hour beyond the required time, the 
teacher was able to get through with about all the recitations in 
a day. Good improvement was made in all the studies, but I 
wish to notice especially the progress made by the classes in 
written arithmetic. Both teacher and scholars are entitled to 
much credit for the amount of work done here, and other classes 
did nearly as well. I think it safe to say that Mr. Buck may 
continue the“ avocation of teaching with credit to himself and 
profit to our boys and girls. With somewhat more rigid ideas 
in regard to discipline, the school would have been all I could ~ 
have wished. Length of school, 12 weeks. Whole number of 
scholars, 30. Wages, $20.00. Board not stated. 


DISTRICT aka 


The summer term was taught by Miss Minnie S. Mann. 
Length of school 8 weeks. Whole number of scholars, tro. 
Wages per month, $8.0c. Board not stated. This was the sec- 
ond term of Miss Mann’s service in this district, and the success 
of the former term was duplicated in the present instance.  Al- 
though the scholars here do not have the advantage of so many 
weeks of school each year as do most of the other scholars in 
town, yet they will compare favorably with them in point of 
attainment. Perhaps they have a higher appreciation of the 
necessity of close application to their studies, than do the more 
favored ones. ‘The winter term was taught by Miss Mary E. 
Flanders. Length of school 10 weeks, Whole numder of schol- 
ars11. Wages $12.00 per month. ‘The school under Miss 
Flander’s instruction was prosperous and successful. © The bad 
state of the roads, and the severity of the winter kept some of 
the scholars out of school a portion of the time, but good results 
were apparent. The class in algebra did remarkably well, as 
did also the higher class in arithmetic and the classes in reading. 


District No. 5: 


There was only one term in this district, which was a winter 
term of g weeks. Taught by Mrs. Julia D. Cooley. Whole 
number of scholars 5. Wages per month $10.00 In a school 
like this, the instruction necessarily assumes more of the charac- 

ter of home instruction than in larger schools. Discipline may 
' be somewhat relaxed and the teacher must needs be fertile in 
recourses to prevent the exercises from becoming monotonous. 

I visited the school at the commencement of the term, and 
everything appeared to be well started. I also went to make 
another visit at the close of the term but owing to a misunder- 
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standing between the Prudential Committee and myself, the 
school closed the day before. I have no doubt, however, but 
that Mrs. Cooley taught a good school. 


District No. 9. 


There has been no school in this district during the year. 


Whole number of different scholars who have attended school 
two weeks or more, 105. Average daily attendance for the year, 
77. Average daily attendance for the winter term, 92. Whole 
number of scholars in town between the ages of 5 and 15 not 
attending any school, 15. J.ength of all the summer schools, in 
weeks of five days, 43. Length of all the winter. schools 67 
weeks. Average length of all the schools for the year, in weeks, 
18 2-6. 

No cases of insubordination on the part of the pupils have 
been reported to me, and I think none have existed. Teachers 
should exercise sound judgment, and some degree of forbearance 
in inflicting punishment for trivial offences. It is, many times, 
better to let trifling and thoughtless breaches of discipline pass 
unnoticed, or with a word of reproof. But when willful disobe- 
diance or neglect of duty renders punishment necessary, let it be 
of such a character that the pupil will not easily forget it and 
that no second installment will be necessary. 

I trust Prudential Committees will excuse me if I say a word 
in relation to the care of the school houses. With one excep- 
tion the houses are comparatively new and a credit to the town. 
Most of them were originally painted and papered, and pre- 
sented a neat and attractive appearance inside as well as out- 
side, but now the paper is becoming badly defaced and torn and 
and in some cases the plastering is off in large places, which 
must of necessity admit a draft of cold air and become a fruit- 
ful source of discomfort and illness to the scholars. The law al- 
lows five per cent of the school money to be used for such_pur- 
poses, and [ think committees are fully justified in using such 
portions of this as may be necessary, even to the whole of it, in 
keeping the school rooms in proper repair. Let them be re- 
papered, and, if necessary repainted. Let the recitation seats 

_be replaced by new ones where they have become worthless, and 
then insist that the scholars shall be as careful about defacing 
the house or furniture as they would be in your parlors at home. 
Habits of neatness and carefulness are as essential a part of the 
education of our youth, as are the principles evolved from the 
text books. 

I still find too many marks of tardiness and absence in the 
registers. Thirteen scholars absent from school on an average, 
every day of the winter schools. ‘This should not beso. ‘The 
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duty of parents toward their children in matters of education is’ 
a sacred one and cannot be to conscientiously discharged. With 
many of us a well stored and disciplined mind is about the only 
capital we can furnish them, to commence life’s battle for them- 
selves, and if we could do more no amount of “filthy lucre” 
could compensate them for the lack of these. Let me, then, re- 
new the suggestions of last year, that we aught to be extremely 
careful how we allow trivial matters to afford excuses for ab- 
sences from school. We, with our maturer minds and in the 
light of experience can appreciate the disadvantages arising 
from frequent absences and tardiness, but they will only realise 
them whe too late for the remedy. Much has been accomplished 
in this direction already, but I shall be satisfied only when the 
registers are free from these marks. —
